P. NIGHT REPORT.) \ 

LONDON, May 2, 4 am.—[By At- 
lantic Cable.] Fighting, heavier ‘than 
any since Ladysmith, seems to be im- 
minent near Thabanchu. The dis- 
patches of Lord Roberts, dated Mon- 
day and Tuesday, show that the Boer 
rear guard is stubbornly resisting his 
advance, causing the British, Saturday 
and Sunday, to act chiefly on the de- 
fensive. 

Gen. French, who is directing the 
operations, has at least 15,000 men. 
Some estimates give him 30,000. The 
Boers are estimated to be at least 
6000 strong, and possibly 10,000. 

According to a dispatch from Preto- 
ria, dated April 28, they were expect- 
ing to give battle, and have numerous 
artillery. So long as the Boers engage 


‘| the attention of half of Lord Roberts's 


forge at Thabanchu, his advance to- 
ward Pretoria will be delayed. No one 
here, however, considers that Gen. 
Botha will be able to stand longer 
than a few days. The-feeling is that 
he must be beaten off by the masses 
of Lord Roberts. 

The Boers attacked the British out- 
posts at Boshof, the headquarters of 
Lord Methuen, April 28, but without 
result. The British gune at Warren- 
ton shelled the Boers out of their half- 
constructed trenches Sunday. 

A native runner got through from 
Mafeking to Ootsi, sixty-one miles 
north, April 22, with dispatches for 
nearly all the London dailies. That 
to the Morning Post says: “We can 
stick out for two months or more; 
nobody minds.” 

Col. Piumer, who appears to have 
been reinforced lately by more Rhodes- 
ians, seems to be advancing again. 

A British reconnoitering party fell 
into the hands of the 
Windsorton. 

The German steamer Koeningen, 
April 22, landed a quantity of war ma- 
terlals for the Boers at Beira and em- 
barked a quantity of Transvaal wool. 

Lord Lansdowne, replying in_ the 
House of Lords yesterday to a question 
regarding warm clothing for the troops, 
read this dispatch from Lord Roberts: 
‘There is no necessity to appeal for 
warm clothing. Some corps have re- 
ceived more than they require, and will 
be amply provided for as soon as the 
numerous cases of clothing and com- 
forts of various descriptions can be 
brought here from the base.” 

According to a dispatch from Lorenzo 
Marquez, there are. 1000. British resi- 
dents yet remaining in the Transvaal, 
but they are to be expelled imme- 
diately. 


CAMPAIGN SECRETS 
ARE WELL KEPT JUST NOW. 


BOER AND BRITISH MOVEMENTS 
ARE DEEP MYSTERIES. 


Dutch Army and Generals Have Re- 
covered from the Panic Caused ty 
Paardeberg and Show No Signs of 
Giving Up the Struggle—Strcng 
Column to. Attempt Mafeking’s 
Relief. | 


[A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.) © 

NEW YORK, May 1.—A dispatch to 
the Tribune from London says a sig- 
nificant item of intelligence has been 
received from Cape Town. The Express 
correspondent in that city says it is 
asserted on good authority that Gen. 
Hunter has been sent to Kimberley to 
command a strong column intended for 
the relief of Mafeking. It will include 
Barton’s Fusileer brigade, which has 
lately been brought round from Natal, 
and a strong contingent of horses and 
guns. 

The Times correspondent in LB!loem- 
fontein gives some interesting particu~ 
lars respecting the manner in which 
many Free Staters have abused the 
leniency and clemency hitherto shown 
te them by Lord Roberts in the capital 
itself. A strict society was formed to 
maintain communication with the Boer 
commandoes, and to promote the re- 
armament among the burghers. The 
existence of the conspiracy was gradu- 
ally brought to light, and the field mar- 
shal has made up his mind that in 
the future conspirators must be vbun- 
ished 

The mobility of the Boer forces iiust 
be something uncanny if all accounts 
are worthy of credence, for they are re- 
ported as arriving at Brandfort on 
Friday night from Wepener and Dew- 
etsdorp, 4s retiring to Ladybrand and 
returning to Thabanchu Saturday, ind 
as holding their ground in strong fuice 
in front of Gen. French Sunday. Thé 
British maneuvers are equally mys- 
terioys. <A general advance northward 
is described as impending, yet French 
ls alternately described as harassing 
the enemy with artillery fire, and cav- 
alry ehirmishing, and as_ thwarting

‘confirmed the previous 


.ward. At Houtney the Boer front held 
_&@ line of hilsl commanding the sides 


flank. Gen. French has four infantry 
brigades and a large cavalry force, and 
clearly must have some motive for 
halting at Thabanchu and playing with 
the Boers, instead of vigorously at- 
tacking them. 

The advance northward cannot be un- 
dertaken until the force east of Tha- 
banchu has been dispersed, yet for 
three or four days there hej been 
skirmishing with the Boers’ rear guard, 
until it has been reinforced from Lady- 
brand. If Gens. Brabant and Hart are 
moving northward from Wepener to 
Ladybrand these dilatory tactics are 
intelligible, since Gen. French in that 
case would haye an adequate motive 
for holding and amusing the Boer force 
at Thabanchu. The distance is fifty 
miles, and there is reason to believe 
that this march has been undertaken, 
although there is no direct proof. With 
Ladybrand occupied by Gen. Hart, 
Gen. Dewet’s retreat eastward would 
be cut off, and Gen. French would be 
in a position for attacking Dewet’'s 
commandoes and following them north- 
ward. 

The situation as far as it could be 
made out at midnight was essentially 
unchanged. Three divisions of Lord 
Roberts's army were available for a’ 
direct advance upon Brandfort by the 
railway from Bloemfontein: two cav- 
alry brigades and the mounted infan- 
try divisions were at Thabanchu with 
the Eighth and Ninth divisions; the 


Third Division was within supporting } 


distance of Dewetsdorp, and Gens. 
Brabant and Hart were either at Wep- 
ener or on the way to Ladybrand. The 
indications still seemed to point to a 
turning movement from Thabanchu 
northward to the Vet River with the 
Sixth, Seventh and Ninth divisions co- 
operating near thé railway line. Lord 
Roberts's secrets, however, are so well 
kept that forecasts are of little value. 

Experienced soldiers say that Lord 
Roberts ‘ill secure“the southern sec- 
tion of tue Free State against raiding 
operations by drawing a cordon 
around the country and permanently 
occupying Sannan’s Post, Thabanchu 
and Ladybrandy and that he will then 
push on as rapidly as possible for the 
Vaal River, knowing that Steyn’s men 
will not fight in the veldt, and the 
strength of the Dutch forces will be 
heavily reduced. 

The Boer army is well led and shows 
no signs of abandoning the struggle. 
Its generals have recovered from the 
panic caused by Paardeberg and have 
demonstrated their ability to impede 
the advance of the British army and 
harass it on the flank without, expos- 
ing their commandoes to serious risk of 
capture. 

A _ private dispatch from Mafeking 
reports that 
the garrison was “going strong’ at the 
middle of this month. Gen. Carring- 
ton’s force is already either heading 
for or arriving at Marandellas, twen- 
ty-five miles from Salisbury. It is a 
far cry from Marandellas to Mafeking. 
What Gen. Hunter’s division will do 
after leaving Kimberley is one of Lord 
Roberts's secrets and Buller’s future 
work In Natal is another. 

A fresh outbreak of reproaches from 
the Ameer of Afghanistan against the 
British government tends to confirm 
the suspicion that Russian intrigues 
are in progress. 


FIGHT OR GET OUT. . 
FOREIGNERS IN TRANSVAAL. 
[A. P. DAY REPORT.} 
LONDON, May 1.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] A special dispatch from Cape 
Town under today’s date says that 
Secretary Reitz of the South African 
Republic, declared to a recent visitor 
at Pretoria, that not only would every

Mr. Waters’s speech is as follows: 
“Mr. Chairman: I desire to present. 
some reasons why this bill for the 
construction of the Nicaragué Canal 
should become a Jaw at this gession 
of Congress. It is gratifying to read the 
report of the Committee on Commerce, 
which sets forth the necessity of this 
great waterway in such vigorous terms, 
and with such clearness of detail. With 
such, a report, backed by an able and 
earnest advocate, the chairman of this 
committee, the friends of the bill may 
congratulate themselves 
bright prospects for its early passage.

HISTORICAL NOTES. 

“To understand and appreciate the 
of this statement, it must be 
in mind that the distance from 
York to San Francisco, by the 
route now used, is 12,660 miles. 
the construction of the canal, 
the distance will be shortened to 4907 
From LAverpool to San 
cisco the distance is 15,620 miles; by 
canal route it would be shortened to 
7908 miles; a saving of nearly one-half 
pot the present traveled distance, thus 
bringing the United States into closer 
commercial relations with Eurone and 
the balance of the world, and saving 
thereby a vast amount of expense in 
the transportation of our products and 
manufactured goods to the markets of 
the world. 

“A brief history of this great undéer- 
taking goes back to the Spanish ex- 
plorer, Antonio Galvac, who indicated 
the availability of this inter-oceanic 
highway as early as 1550. Since 1825 
this project has been repeatedly pre- 
sented to the governments of the 
United States and of Nicaragua. In 
that year Congress decreed the con- 
struction of an inter-oceanic canal 
through Nicaragua, and after calling 
for proposals, a concession was given 
to Beniski. — 

“In 1826, Mr. Clay, then Secretary of 
State, ordered the examination of the 


route. 
“In 1843, J. L. Stephens was sent -to 
Central America on a confidential mis- 


sion on behalf of the United States in 


the interest of this canal route. 

“In 1849, Cornelius Vanderbilt, and 
others, contracted with the government 
for regular transportation service 
across Nicaragua from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific. 

“In 1862 a series of explorations were 
commenced covering the whole isthmus, 
mostly under the instructions of the 
United States government. 

“Surveys of the Nicaragua and 
Panama routes were made by Com- 
mander Lull, United States navy, with 
A. G. Menocal as chief engineer; the 
result was the condemnation of the 
Panama route, and the approval of the 
Nicaragua route for a lock canal, using 
the great lake as its summit level. 

“In 1880 a canal society was formed 
fn New York, including certain army 
and mavy officers, known to fame 
es Gen. Grant, Gen. MecClellan, 
Admiral Ammen. Frederick Billings, 
and others. In May they obtained a 
canal concession from the Nicaragua 

vernment, and in December, 1881, a 

ll was fntroduced by Senator Miller 
of California, but was withdrawn from 
the Senate by President Cleveland: 
foreign complications being assigned 
as the reason for such withdrawal 

“There was formed in 1886 the Nica- 
ragua Canal Association, which, upon 
payment of $100,000 to Costa Rica and 
Nicaragua, as an evidence of good 
faith, obtained a new concession. In 
1887 this association made a new sur- 
vey for improvement in location, with 
borings of the canal excavation to the 
bottom every 1000 feet. : 

“Although the canal in excavation is 
only twenty-six and  seven-eighths 
miles, not less than 4000 miles of sur- 
vey were made, including cross sec- 
tions, embankments, locks, construc- 
tion railways, breakwaters, etc. 
Nicaragua Construction Company was 
incorporated September 21, 1887, and 
the Maritime Canal Company of Nica- 
ragua by act of Congress of the United 
States, approved February 20, 1889. 
This company made a contract with 
the construction company for the con- 
struction of the canal, and the work 
was prosecuted until the panic of 1893. 
‘At that time the construction com- 

y suspended, and its affairs were 
Hauidated by a receiver. Since which 


time there has been no further effort. 


for the construction of the canal up to 
the present time. 

“From an engineering standpoint It 
would seem that nature had especially 
favored the construction of this great 
waterway, and left to the ingenuity 
and energy of man only a smal! por- 
tion of the distance to be traversed 
for his completion. 

“Of the 169.4 miles from ocean to 
ocean, only twenty-six and = seven- 
eighths miles of canal excavation are 
necessary: lakes, river and basins tak- 
ing up the balance of the distance to 
be constructed. Of this distance, only 
29 miles in length are through rock 
141 feet to cana) bottom. 

“Three lift locks only willl be need- 
ef at each end of the summit level, 
110 feet above the sea level, with one 
@am across the San Juan river, thus 
again demonstrati-~ ‘he possibility 
of this enterprise from an engineer- 
ing standpoint. 

“The different report of A. G. Meno- 
cal and other engineers of national 
reputation, together with the report 
of the Admiral Walker Commission, 
would, however, be sufficient to con- 
vince the most skeptical of the ab- 
solute feasibility of this project as a 
national undertaking. 

“Reyond demonstrating the  possi- 
dDiltty of the construction of this 
waterway from an engineering stand- 
point, very little has been accom- 
plished by these individuals and com- 
panies, and that little has empha- 
sized the futility of individual effort, 
and the necessity of some assistance 
from the Government of the United 
States. | 

“Some effort was made to prevail 
upon Congrese to grant a subsidy for 
the comstruction of the canal, and 
for some time it seemed to meet with 
considerable encouragement, but the 
many difficulties encountered in the 
negotiations with the countries of 


Costa Rica and Nicaragua, and the 
complicgtione arising from. the in- 


trigues of foreign governments, made 
this endeavor unpopular and almost 
impossible. 

“An .earnest effort was made by 
Senator Miller and other business 
men—mostiy from the Pacific Coast— 
to arouse public interest tn this creat 
enterprise, yet up to the time of the 
war with Spain there was very little 
attention paid to such efforts. and to 
the people of the Pacific Coast ft pre- 
sented a most (iscouraging outlook. 

“ “Hope long deferred maketh the 
heart «eick,” and the people of Calf- 
fornia had reason to feel that the one 
great enterprise for which they had 
hoped and prayed for so many years, 
would never be realized. at least dur- 
ing this decade.

W. von Chirsmas Dirckinck-Hohen- 
field has also been acting as agent of 
the Danish government. All accounts 
agree that Denmark is anxious 
to get rid of her West Indian posses- 
gions, Mr. Rogers and Capt. Chrismas 
having eled and the former hav- 
ing declared that it was in his power 
to defeat any negotiations that did not 
recognize his rights as agent, Capt. 
Chrismas advised Secretry Hay of @ 
plan to exchange the islands with Ger- 
many for territory in Europe. He 
stated that unless Congress acts on the 
Danish West Indian Islands matter 
before June 1, a scheme will be car- 
ried out to exchange the islands with 
Germany for the whole or a part of 
‘North Schleswig, which, with Holstein, 
was taken from Denmark by Germany 
{mn 1867, and which country it hag al- 
ways been the fondest hope of all Danes 
recover.

He was approached by 
a syndicate of Germans, who asked 
him to use his influence in Copenhagen 
to obtain from the Danish government 
a contract with Germany by which the 
latter could purchase the Island of St. 
John. Capt. Christmas was not slow in 
asserting that this would be next to 
impossible, for the reason that the 
United States would neither allow 
Denmark to sell the island to a foreign 
power, nor woyld it allow Germany to 
purchase it because of the Monroe doc- 
trine. 

In his report to the Danish govern- 
ment, Capt. Chrismas attaches the 
proposition of the syndicate to his pa- 
pers.. This shows that the head of the 
syndicate was Admiral Von Zirzow™ of 
the German navy, and that he and: 
others of the syndicate had, in antici- 
pation of the ceding or sale of the isl- 


and to Germany, bought up options on- 


all the land adjacent to the harbors, 
and so, in the event of the acquisition 
of the island by Germany, he and the 
members of the syndicate stood in the 
position of virtual owners of the land, 
and could dictate terms to the pur- 
When the timpossibility of this 
echeme was pointed out to Admiral Von 
Zirzow he asked Capt. Chrismas to ob- 
tain other concessions for the syndi- 
cate, among them to form a German 
colony on the island under the Danish 
flag,.and permission to use the harbor 
as a coaling station for German war 
vessels.

HE WAS A PARTY MAN. 


WHAT A CHICAGO ORATOR SAID OF 
ABRAHAM LINCOLN. 


[From speech by Hon. George R. 
Peck of Chicago:] “It is well for -- to 
remember what is involved in the 
fact that he was our leader. 
Abraham Lincoln was a Republican. 
Being a --eat man he believed in his 
party: being a wise man he never 
learned that the way to serve it is to 
leave it. More than any man in our 
history he had that comprehensive 
grasp of political ideas which makes 
the true partisan. He was a Repub- 
lican, not for the name, but for the 
idea. He knew that underneath watch- 
words and platforms the real test of 
a pa-~*- lies practically in what it pro- 
poses to do and how it proposes to do 
it.. Small men sometimes mistake 
themselves for a principle, and think 
that self-government has failed because 
they have. Abraham Lincoln knew, as 
do all sensible men, that in every con- 
stitutional government parties and not 
men rule. If you would make steam 
work you must harness it into the 
mechanism of an engine. If you would 
make principles effective you must 
organize them into batteries that shall 
break down opposition. Abraham Lin- 
coln, the greatest man of his time, went 
into a nominating convention and took 
his chances with the others. It is an 
instructive lesson, for since that great 
wigwam meeting in Chicago, though 
political conventions make many mis- 
takes, the good sense of the people is 
largely in their favor. The dilettante, 
to whom little is given and of whom 
nothing is required, airs his indepen- 
dence and his ignorance at the same 
time. Tell Salisbury or Gladstone that 
parties are destructive of individual 
judgment, that they are a menace to 
the well being of the state, and you 
will be advised to read historv. Few 
men are wiser than their contem- 
poraries; and they, by a strange fa- 
tality, are sometimes unlucky enough 
to be born Americans instead of Eng- 
lishmen, and keenly regret that Abra- 
ham Lincoln was not educated in the 
school of Chesterfield.

Telegraph work is being pushed very 
rapidly in Alaska, which will! soon have 
communication with the world at large 
through its telegraphs with Skaguay 
early next spring. It is pro 
use the Edison phonoplex 
ing a cable from Juneau to Skaguay 
a distance of 100 miles, over which ra 
phonoplex wilt work very sattsefac- 
torily.

“In galloping from the spruit my gun 
was overturned and my horse was 
shot. I got up with No. 4 gun and we 
remained three hours under the most 
terrible fire. In five minutes, I had 
lost two complete detachments and 
only Gunner Lodge (also decorated 
with the cross) and myself were left 
to work the two guns, he at one and 
I at the other. We remained at the 
guns, loading, laying and firing by our- 
selves, and brought both guhs out of 
action by ourselves. We have been 
recommended for the Victoria Cross.”

NAVAL COERCION. 


This Government's Displeasure at 
Sultan’s Bad Faith Will Be Ex- 
pressed in Another Manner—United 
States’s Entrance Into the Turkish 
Question Would Be Resented by 


Europe. 


P. EARLY A.M. REPORT! 


NEW YORK, May 1.—A special to 
the Herald from Washington 6says: 

“Naval coercion cf Turkey to ob- 
tain a settlement of the American 
missionary claims jis not contemplated 
by the administration. This state- 
ment is made upon high authority. 

“The administration is wet! s.tisfled 
with the concessions made by the 
Sublime Porte, and while it is anxious 
that the Sultan shall keep his promise 
to pay the claims, it feels that he has 
already been considerate of this gov- 
ernment in permitting the reconstruc- 
tion of the American mission in Har- 
poot and in the extension cf Roberts 
Qollege in Constantinople. 

“It is authoritatively stated that 
the latest note presented to the Porte 
by Mr. Griscom, the American 
chargé d'affaires, is not an ultimatum, 
but is merely a repetition of the de- 
mand for a settlement. 

“It is likely,’ from all that can be 
learned, that the extent of the ox- 
pression of displeasure by this gov- 
ernment at the continued failure of 
the Porte to pay the claims will be 
the maintenance of a chargé d'affaires 
in Constantinople. Minister Strauss 
is not expected to return, and until 
the claims are settled it is not pro- 
posed that any minister shall be sent 
to Turkey. 

“The conclusion of the administra- 
tion not to adopt the suggestions that 
this government make a naval demon. 
stration in Turkish waters is undoubt- 
edly due to the knowledge that Europe 
would resent the entrance of the Uni- 
ted States into the Turkish question.

NEW STYLE OF HOLD-UP. 


HIGHWAYMEN COLLECT FARES ON 
A TRACTION CAR. 


Conductor and Motorman Made to 
Disgorge at the Point of Guns—Po- 
lice and Citizens Holding Each Other 
Up in the Dark—Many Ludicrous 
Mistakes and Groundless Alarms. 


The footpads, or at least 
them, who are infesting Los Angeles 
at present, have taken a new depar- 
ture. Instead of holding up the be- 
lated citizen they turned their atten- 
tion last night to employés of one of 
the street railway companies, and 
made a fairly good haul, compare! 
to the amounts they have generally 
secured from their victims at the pis- 
tol’s point. 

The victims last night were J. W. 
Eads and R. F. Gooding, conductor and 
motorman, respectively, on one of the 
Traction Company's green cars, and 
the place of the hold-up was at the end 
of the line on Adams street and Ver- 
mont avenue. 

About 12:20 o'clock, just as the con- 
ductor was switching the trolley pole, 
preparatory to returning to the city, 
two men suddenly appeared with re- 
volvers in their hands. One of the 
highwaymen presented his gun at the 
head of the motorman and went 
through his pockets, securing a 32-cal- 
iber American bulldog revolver and a 
small amount of change, while the 
other paid his respects to the conduc- 


tor, relieving him of all the cash in his_ 


pockets. Altogether the robbers se- 
cured about $13 in cash, but what part 
of this amount belonged to the men 
was not learned. 3 : 

Both robbers were disguised. One of 
them had a black scarf over his face 
and the other wore a false red beard. 
Both were described as being about 5 
feet 8 inches in height. 

After committing the robbery the 
highwaymen went south on Vermont 
avenue and disappeared in the dark- 
ness. As soon as Eads and Gooding 
reached the powerhouse on their return 
they notified the police denartment. 
Capt. Bradish immediately repaired to 
the scene and all of the officers in that 
vicinity began a search for the rob- 
bers. No new developments were re- 
ported up to an early hour this. morn- 
ing. 

VIGILANCE OF POLICE. 

‘Although the hold-up men are spas- 
modically getting in their work, there 
is no lack of vigilance on the part 
of the police. Chief Elton, in person, 
almost the entire detective force and 
all the regular and especial patrolmen 
that can be spared from other duties 
are out till a late hour every night 
looking for footpads, and many a citi- 
zen can testify to being held up night- 
ly, not by highwaymen, but by min- 
ions of the law who are making all 
belated wayfarers give a strict ac- 
eount of themselves since the footpad 
seare is on. Nor are the hold-ups all 
one-sided. The pdlice themselves are 
being stood up frequently at the 
point of guns by suspicious night wan- 
derers who mistake the prowling cop- 
pers for highwaymen. . 

Never before since the earlv days 
have weapons been so generally car- 
ried by citizens as at the present time. 
When two men meet in the dark, the 
one that can first get the drop on the 
tther usually does the hold-up act. 
Explanations follow and each then 
congratulates the other on not hav- 
ing run afoul a highwayman. 
Not infrequently is a 
who has to exp!ain at the point of a 
gun that his intentions are honorable.

Officer Shand was standing by the 


side of a building on Seventh strect 


several nights ago, when he heard 
footste approaching around the cor- 
ner: e poked his head around the 


angle of the house to see who was 
coming, and noticed an old man es- 
lady. When the old man 
saw the officer peeping around the 
corner he drew from his pocket a 
huge revolver and boldiy continued on 
his way. Shand waited till he reached 
the corner and then pleasantly asked 
him what he meant by such a formid- 
able display of artillery. 

“I was held up once in my life, and 
don’t propose to submit to it again. I 
thought you were probably a hold-up 
man when I saw you peeking round 
the corner, and at once prepared for 
action,” quoth the ancient party. 

On another night Shand and a 
brother officer met in the shade of a 
line of eucalyptus trees on Pico street. 
They heard footsteps approaching and 
Shand stepped out of the shadow to 
investigate. Immediately he was con- 
fronted by a young man with drawn 
revolver, who warned him not to come 
near. Shand had to show his star and 
his companion had to step into the 
light also and show himself before the 
young fellow would be convinced that 
they were officers, and put away his 
weapon. It was the son of a former 
Police Commissioner who thus drew 
bead on the coppers. 3 

On a subsequent night Shand encoun- 
tered a citizen who was carrying an 
open knife in his hand and who mis- 
trusted that the officer was a footpad 
lying in wait for him, until he got close 
enough to receive ocular evidence to 
the contrary. These are but stray 
leaves from one policeman’s diary. 
Nearly every officer on the night watch 


| has had similar exneriences in the last 


few weeks. 
LUDICROUS MISTAKES. 

Even Chief Elton has been mistaken 
for a footpad during his nocturnal 
ramblings in search of the festive foot- 
pads. The Chief has given several in- 
dividuals whom he has met in dark 
places a bad fright by stopping to 
question them as to their business and 
identity. But the best joke on the 
Chief in this connection ts the story 
started by a young drug clerk about 
having seen the tall and the short rob- 
ber in the vicinity of Twenty-third 
street and Grand avenue last Saturday 
night, shortly after a hold-up had been 
perpetrated in that neighborhood. The 
tall and the short “highwaymen” whom 
the young man saw were Chief Elton 
and Sergt. Williams, who went 
promptly to the scene of the robbery 
to make an investigation. 

Ex-Unitéed States Marshal Gard, who 
has made some celebrated captures in 
his time, is not overlooking a chance 
to earn some of the reward money 
offered for the death or canture of 
highwaymen, and consequently is doing 
a little nighthawking himself. While

IMAGINARY HOLD-UPS. 

However there is not the least doubt 
that a good many of the hold-ups and 
attempted hold-ups, especially the lat- 
ter, about which so much is being eaid, 
and which serve to keep the popula- 
tion unduly excited, are mere figments 
of the imagination. A case in point is 
that of Joseph Allemand, a French- 
man, who was alleged to have been 
attacked by two highwaymen last Sat- 
urday night. The facts of the matter, 
as reported to Chief Elten by Patrol- 
men Richardson and J. M. Baker, are 
that they saw Allemand prowling 
around with a bicycle in a suspicious 
manner. They accosted him on Pleas- 
ant avenue and tried to get him to 
give an account of himself. He could 
not understand English, and they 
could not make out his French jargon. 
He evidently thinking they intended 
to do him harm, showed fight, and 
eventually took to his heels, leaving his 
hat and bicycle in the street. He may 
be running yet, for the hat and wheel, 
which were sent to the Police Station 
for safe keeping, have not yet been 
called for. Some of Allemand’s friends 
reported to the police that he had peen 
held up by two smooth-faced men 
about 25 years of age. Officers Baker 
and Richardson, who had the tussle 
with him, are both over 40, and wear 
heavy mustaches. 

Even some of the hool children 

have become imbued with the hold-up 
horrors from the sensational stories 
circulated in regard to hold-ups. One 
lad was riding home from school the 
other day.on a bicycle, when one of 
his tires exploded just as he was pass- 
ing two flerce-looking men standing by 
The boy thought the 
report of the bursting tire was a pistol 
shot, and frightened almost out of his 
wits, he abandoned . his wheel and 
schoolbooks and ran home as hard as 
He could, where he related that he 
had been shot at by robbers. He 
could not be induced to go back after 
his wheel until some time afterward. 
_ On such flimsy foundations seme of 
the hold-up stories which pass as cur- 
rent gossip are founded. Sometimes a 
hold-up story is faked up in order to 
give some fellow a good excuse for 
going home without his money. When 
a fellow loses his money by gambling 
or in riotous living. the hold-up fair 
tale is apt to allay the suspicions o 
his wife and save him a sound scolding, 
gaining sympathy for him besides. 

The police, after mature investiga- 
tion, have come to the conclusion that 
it was only a game of craps which 
strapped Brisco, the colored bootblack 
employed at the Westminster barber- 
shop. who reported that he was held 
up and robbed of $15 on Wall street 
last Sunday night. :
